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EXCESS SHIPBUILDING? 


During the war there was mach speculatian as to the ultimate 
effect of America’s great e‘lorts in shipbuilding. especially in regard 
tothe British indussry. Shipbuilding on a maximum scale was 3 
necessity for the Allies while the submarine campaign was going 
on. Thus it was that the United States was orged by the Bri 
Government touse its great resources in the development of its 
mercantile marine. So remarkable was the energy with which this 
appeal was responded to that there were those who predicted that 
British supremacy inthe shipbailding trade of the world would be 
sericosly challenged. .A year azo this belief had no: completely 
passed aways, fora: the end of June. 191%, the amount of tonnage 
being bait in the United S:ates exceeded that im the United 
. Ba: since then there has been a quick 

return to the former respective positions of the two countries. We 
"can get the clearest idea of the general shipbuilding situation 
by taking a glance at the return recently isased by Lloyd's 


Register, giving the figures for the quarter ended. on 30th June last: 


This shows that the amount of merchant tonnage under construc- 
tion in the United Kingdom at tba: date was 3,578,000, while the 
amount being built in the United States was Jess than balf of that re- 
ported a year ego, and wes 1,472,000 tons less than the British fgures. 
Ro information is given by Lloyd's regarding Germany; in Japan 
there was s shrinkage during the quarter of 39,000 tons; but 
Holland bad increased ber predection by 32,000 tons, and the 
British Dominions were 36,000 better.’ The total amount of con- 
struction throughont the world—excluding Germany—is now 
7,121,000 tons, lesa by 028,900 tons than the record figure of Septem- 
ber Iast, bus more than, danble the amount at the end of June, 1914, 
when the tonnage reported was 3,163,000. Inthe United Kingdom, 
the returns from the Clyde, wher there are now 1,260,000 tons be- 
ing built, give the largest increase on tke figures of last year. These 
| ete satisfactory figures: they denote an opportunity of which the 
British shipbuilding industry should take the utmost advantage. 
Bat they should not be construed with an excess of confidence re- 
garding the future. ’ 
On this latter point we see that an authority on shipbuilding 
has been raising the question whether or not Britain is not over- 
producing in ber shipbuilding industry, He states that as the 
position stands to-day the prospects of all this enormous tonnage 
that is being put into the water finding employment sre certainly 
pot encouraging. ‘No doubt..it will help to bring down freights. 
But even if all the ships were carrying for nothing they would not 
either bring in the commodities needed or even redaca substantially 
the price at which they are sold. From the point of view of future 
‘employment the falling off in our coal exports is one of the most 
alarming factors in the whole situstion. Before the war coal 
represented in bulk, but not in value, about three-fourths of our total 
exports. It provided freights for our ships on the outward vorages, 
from which they brought bome our supplies of food and raw materi- 
al. We have no cargo to take the place cf coal. It is really the 
only big bulk commodity we have for expart, Yo with no obtward 
carrying, homeward cargo hes to bear the cost of the round voyage. 
The manufactured goods that Britain sends out provide treights for 
the liners, but we have nothing beyond coal to provide ‘freights for 
the tramps, and the tramps play a most important part by bringing 
in supplies of grain, timber, iron ore, and other essential commodi-

With the falling off 
of those demands there is a bur- 
den placed upon Sritish mer- 
chants overseas of securing all 
the ordérs pessible—orders that 
can be executed withic a reasoa- 
able space of time. The ex- 
perience of late in this Colony 
bas been that orders have not 
been executed within any- 
thing like reasonable time, 
the consequence being: that 
would-be customers of Bnitish 
manufacturers have been driven 
to other and more expeditious 
sources of suppis. If Home 
manufacturers would realise the 
importance of giving early deli- 
very there would be an improve- 
ment right sway.

THE DOUBLE SERVICE IN 
LAWN TENNIS, 


REPLY To SIR OLIVER 
LODGES CRITICISM. 


A. E. Crawley writes in the 
Cheeriere—lt is always interest: 
ing to hear the obiter dicta of 
great men abont a game which 
thes may play and understand, 
but in which they ate not’ great. 
Thus, Sir Oliver Lodge bas writ- 
tena protest oF objection to the, 
double service in lawn tennis. He 
sees no reasun why |& plaser 
should have two “chances wit 
every service of beating the other 
fellow. But the other fellow has 
the same privilege. 

Sir Oliver opines that the 
double service may have been. in 
origic, a concession to the weak- 
ness of players in ibe early stages 
oi the game's history.

General Smuts, in the Hoosef 
of Assembly at Capetowo Jas: 
month, replying in the debate o2 


’ the League of Nations, admitted 


that so far the Leasue ¢f Nations 
had not responded to the grea: 
hopes entertained of it. “Le: us 
not rejoice worer its failure.” he 
continued, “but rather, in the 
prey 
that if might be made a realty 
and a real power.” ‘Let us bend 
ourstrength and lend our strenzth 
to make the institution a reality 
in the affairs of the world.” 
(Cheers.) 


Several circumstances militat- 
ed against the success of the 
League; the greates: of all, per- 
haps, was what he might eal! 
“the deflection of America.” 
America had not chosen to play 
the part of a moral leader of the 
world. He hoped the time war 
coming when she would under- 
stand and appreciate what the 
position was. Whatever the 
reason was, it did mot become 
them to pass jndgemeot on 
America. It migbt be that after 
the Presidential election Americe 
wonuld take up her true position 
acd help to pull the League 
through its isitial difficulties. 


The second difficulty was the 
acparent euperseesion of the 
League of Nations by the Supreme 
Council, which led to the impres; 
sion that th» Supreme Counci 
‘was usurping the functions of 
the League and that the latter 
was being’ pushed into the back- 
ground, General Smuts hoped 
thet the time was'net far off 
when the Counci} would recag- 
nise that it was best the two 
bodies should combine. General 
Smuts pointed out that of the 
five Great Powers, America and 
Japan were standing. apart 
They were left with Great Britain, 
The last- 
named was struggling with over- 

powering internal difficulties, 
which left Great Britain’ and 
France responsible for the state 
of affairs which had arisen in the 


_ world | and had to be. remedied. |
